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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings were received on April 22, 2004. These drawings are approved. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by US 3,1 13,433 to 
Kohlman. 

Re-claim 1, Kohlman discloses a hydraulic pump, comprising: a housing 24 having top 
and bottom surfaces (interpreted as the ends of the pump); first 16a and second 16b cylinders; 
pistons 34; first 58 and second 60 parallel piston rods; a crank fulcrum 26/28 disposed with 
respect to the top side; a crank 70 is pivotally mounted on the crank fulcrum, the crank has tines 
(interpreted as the upwardly extending elements connected to the piston rods) extending away 
from one side of the crank and attached to free ends of the piston rods; a push rod 74 is attached 
to an inner arm 62/64 of the crank, the push rod extends downwardly from a point of attachment 
to the crank above the top side of the housing at a point below the bottom side of the housing; a 
bottom side fulcrum (interpreted as element 14) positioned with respect to the bottom side of the 
housing; an actuation lever 1 3 is pivotally mounted at the bottom side fulcrum and attached to 
one end to a free end of the push rod. 
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Re-claim 2, separate outlets 38 are near the bottom side (see figure 3); a feed reservoir 20 
provides working fluid to the cylinders at a point above the outlets. 
Re-claim 3, a foot pedal is attached to the push rod. 

Re-claim 4, the outlets 38 of the hydraulic pump are connected to first 40 and second 40' 
brake system pilot circuits. 

4. Claims 8 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by US 3,049,885 
to Tuten. 

Re-claim 8, Tuten discloses a dual circuit pilot master cylinder, comprising: a cylinder 
housing having top and bottom sides and fittings 64; a pair of cylinders in the cylinder housing, 
see figure 2, the cylinders are parallel and extend vertically into the cylinder; a pair of pistons; a 
linkage includes a foot actuated lever 46. 

Re-claim 9, the cylinders extend from the adjacent the top side of the cylinder housing 
into the housing toward the bottom side. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 10 and 1 1 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

6. Claims 5-7 are allowed.

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Hall, Schnell, Huber, Lescaut, Watanabe et al. and Onodera each teach vertically 
oriented master cylinder pump units.
